Judgment Reserved on 
Canada’s Appeal From

| the Dominion of Canada from a ruling 


of the Canadian Supreme Court which 
held that sections seven A, and.18 of 
the Canadian Fisheries Act of 1919 
were ultra vires of the dominion par- 
lament, 

ihe important point at issue is 


| whether under the British North Am- 
erica Act which gives it power to 


legislate “on seacoast and inland 
fisheries,” the dominion _ parliament 
can set up @ system of licensing of 
fish canneries as it sought to do un- 
der the sections of the fisheries act, 

The provinces of British Columbia, 
Quebec and Ontario are respondents 
in the action as weil as Britltah Colum- 
bia fishermen of Japanese origin, 

The case originated when a British 
Columbia canning company which 
had no dominion license was prose- 
cuted but acquitted by Mr. Justice 
MacDonald on the ground the sections 
were ultra vires. The dominion gov- 
ernment took an appeal to the sup- 
reme court of Canada, which upheld 
the previous decision and consequentiy 
is now appealing from the supreme 
court's ruling

Rains Last Week Wrought 
Great Improvement— 
Hopes Revived 


Special to Bulletin 

WINNIPEG, Man., July 15—Rains 
reported from many sections of the 
West during last week have tended to 
improve crop conditions in areas af- 
fected, and to revive hopes for many 
crops which had previously been de- 
Spaired of, It is still a question, how- 
ever, as to whether permanent relief 
has been afforded, since the majority 
of rains do not appear to have pene- 
trated sufficiently to adequately pro- 
‘vide for the requirements of an al- 
ready acute condition 

According to the eleventh weekly 
crop report of the Canadian National 
railways, Northern Manitoba, particu- 
larly in the Swan River valley, gives 
promise of returning a fair crop. Rye 
is good, and recent rains on the Togo 
and Preeceville sub-divisions appear 
to have made an average crop a pos- 
sibility in those sections. Some hail 
damage is reported from restricted 
areas at Kenville and Langruth 

Central and Southern Manitoba, 
while receiving further scattered rains, 
have also experienced hot weather and 
strong winds, and crops are un- 
doubtedly suffering, especially where 
no rain fell. 

Rains have also brought some im- 
provement in Saskatchewan, though 
they have not been sufficiently gen- 
eral to be of general benefit. ‘The | 
northern areas, including Yorkton, As- 
quith, Touechwood, Dods'and and 
Porter subdivisions report prospects | 
fair for an almost average crop

There has been a steady improve- 
ment in general agricultural condi- 
tions over the entire province during 
the seasan of 1928. The large crop 
in 1927, with reasonably good prices 
prevailing for grain. and for live stock 
and live stock products, enabled farm- 
ers to Hiquidate a great portion of 
their indebtedness. Farmers generally 
were better able to finance their 
and summer operations than 
has been the case for some years past, 
It has been noticeable that the power 
supply of the ordinary farm has been

sired, and a heavy crop of high 
quality was in sight until late in the 
month of August, when severe frosts 


were experienced over most of the) 
Province, The entire effect of this | 
frost was not fully realized until) 


harvesting operations were. completed 
and until a considerable amount of 
grain had reached the elevators, | 
Grading returns left no doubt as to 
the full extent of the damage which | 
had been done, The yield of grain 
was reduced approximately 25 per 
cent from the early August prospect, 
and the quality was reduced from two} 
to four grades, In spite of the damage | 
done, the volume of wheat produced | 
was in excess of 155,000,000 bushels, 
and while the quality generally was 
not as high as in some previous years, 
most of it has been marketed as} 
straight grades, 

A particularly favorable fall season 
enabled farmers to carry out their 
harvesting end threshing operations 
with very little delay and inconven- 
fence, Combines and swathers have 


' been introduced on a large scale. A 


survey shows that 1095 of these ma- 
chines have been in operation in the 
province, The reports fror farmers 
go to show that in the main the work 
which they have done has been satis- | 
factory, Those operating large farms | 
have been particularly pleased on ac- 
count of the reduction in the cost of | 
labor and the rapid manner in which 
it is possible to handle a large} 


; acreage. 


Hail took a heayy toll throughout 
certain parts of the province, but| 
while the loss to the individual was | 
heavy, the total yield was not very! 
materially affected. Considering the | 
entire province, there was a very small 
loss from damage by insects and plant | 
diseases. 

Weeds 


The weed menace has been giving 
some concern. during the past few 
years, A_ provincial-wide campaign, 
headed by the department of agricul- 
ture, and in which many organizations 
co-operated, has resulted in a great 
improvement in the weed situation. 
There is no question that weeds have 
been on the increase for some years 
It is evident, however, that public 
opinion has been aroused to a point 
where all good citizens are now aware 
of the menace which weeds are to be 
general prosperity of the province; 
and, as a consequence, many organ- 
izations and the public generally, are 
bending their energies toward the 
control of weeds, The department has 
had hearty co-operation on the part 
of farmers’ organizations and muni- | 
cipalities, in particular, In this res-| 
pect it should be mentioned that the | 
cities of the province have been most 
willing to work with the departmental | 
officers in an endeavor to control | 
weeds with their boundaries, The 


department is conducting extensive 
experiments with certain chemicals 
as scents, for the contro! of weeds 


These experiments have not been 
carried on for a sufficient length of | 
time to warrant definite statements 
being made as to their effectiveness. 
It may be said, however, that some 
of these chemicals give great promise, | 
and it is quite possible that within 
the next season they will come into 
general use in areas where cultiva- 
tion methods are not practicable 

A “Better Seed Week” was con- 
ducted during the middle of March 
In this campaign, a large number of 
organizations joined with the depart- 
ment in giving widespread encourage~- 
ment to the use of good, clean, and 
pure seed, of strong vitality, Reports 
from various quarters gave abundant 
proof that the campaign was effective, 
and without doubt resulted in a very | 
greatly improved quality of seed being | 
put into the ground, 

Live Stock 

Good prices have been realized for 
cattle, sheep and hogs during the sea- 
son, There has been an abundance of 
feed, so that animals have been com- 
ing to the market in good condition

FIFTY YEARS AFTER 

The period of fifty years all but 
covers the history of the white man in 
the country which now comprises the pro- 
vinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, ex- 
cept those early chapters which have to 
do exclusively with exploration and the 


fur trade. 
In 1879 this vast region—which last 
year produced about 400,000,000 bushels 


was a wilderness of grass and 


of wheat a 
of the buffalo 


scrub, where survivors 
hordes still roamed. 

It was a country without railways, 
without cities or towns, without construct- 
ed roadways, without farming communi- 
ties of any size, and, relatively speaking, 
without people. 

The Indian was vanishing, with the 
conditions which made his way of life pos- 
sible. The whites had not yet arrived in 
numbers sufficient to have established 
the new conditions which were to mark a 
new era. 

The Dominion of Canada was then just 
twelve years old. Rupertsland had been 
bought from the Hudson Bay Company 
only ten years since, The province of 
Manitoba was eight years old, The dis- 
tricts of Alberta, Assiniboia and Saskat- 
chewan had not yet been formed. 

Battleford was the seat of government, 
and the most important official, trading 
and social centre. Somewhere in Montana, 
Louis Riel was pondering the failure of 
his Red River rebellion, and perhaps 
dreaming the dreams of empire which six 
years later were to bring battle, murder 
and terror into the country of the Saskat- 
chewan, 

Such were the conditions when a hand- 
ful of adventurous spirits, who had trek- 
ked over the long trail from Winnipeg to 
Fort Edmonton, conceived the idea of 
holding here an exhibition of agricultural 
and household products; and actually 
staged their show in a few rooms of the 
old Hudson's Bay fort where the provin- 
cial parliament buildings of Alberta now 
stand, 

The people of Edmonton have tackled 
a good many ambitious projects since that 
time. it is doubtful if they have ever un- 
dertaken one which so directly challenged 
the conditions of the day. Certainly. they 
have never engaged in an enterprise which 
so completely vindicated their daring as 
when these first citizens ventured to pro- 
claim that soil and climate made this far- 
ther west a country that was peculiarly 
adapted to agricultural development, 

If the circumstances of the time ar- 
gued anything it was that farming at Ed- 
monton, or anywhere in the farther west, 
would be a hopeless proposition. The local 
market was almost nil. Export was sim- 
ply impossible. Fur trading and mining 
could be made to bring returns, but to talk 
of extensive farming operations in a re- 
gion so remote from markets and means 
of transport was absurd. 

It is unlikely that the pioneers who en- 
ineered that first “agricultural show” at 
1dmonton—the first that was ever held 

anywhere in the Territories—had any. no 
tion of doing anything more ambitious 
than to compete with their neighbors in 
the work of their hands and the products 
of their gardens and fields. But to them 
belongs the credit of having been the first 
to declare in that way their conviction 
that this “great lone land” should be 
counted among the fruitful regions of the 
earth 

The fair which opens at Edmonton to- 
day is planned to call attention, directly 
and with emphasis, to that remarkable 
demonstration which the first settlers 
gave of their faith in the agricultural pos- 
sibilities of Canada's newly acquired, far 
west wilderness, It marks the fiftieth 
anniversary of that event, and in its com- 
pleteness and in the crowds who will at- 
tend, it proves how fully their faith has 
been justified by results. 

Edmonton will give an especially warm 
welcome this week to all who were in any 
way connected with the organization and 
carrying out of the first Edmonton Exhi- 
bition, in 1879. These will be the honored 
guests of the occasion, as they well de- 
serve. It would be in every way fitting to 
the time and place if they were made hon- 
orary directors for life of the Exhibition 
Association which is charged with carry 
ing on the fair which they helped to found 
a half century ago

PROTESTS AT WASHINGTON 


No one liveth unto himself. That is 
as true of nations as of individuals. It 
was never so true of nations or individuals 
as at the present time. Our modern world 
is a great trading community. One coun- 
try cannot put barriers in the way of 
trade flowing across its borders without 
affecting the conditions of life of people 
living outside its bounds, perhaps on the 
other side of the earth, The right of a 
nation to shape its own fiscal policy in the 
interests of its own people is not to be 
challenged. But when in doing so it seri- 
ously affects the interests of other peoples, 
reprisals are to be expected, and the pos- 
sible results cannot be ignored. The theory 
of the complete freedom of a country to 
make its own tariff is modified by the 
practical consideration that it does not 
always pay to exercise that freedom too 
aggressively. 

Washington, it is said, has received 
protests from three dozen countries 
against the proposed upward revision of 
the United States tariff. These protests 
do not indicate a desire on the part of 


other countries to question the liberty of 


Congress to make the United States tar- 
iff what it pleases. They are official no- 
tices that, should foreign goods be ex- 
cluded from the republic, other states may 
retaliate by excluding United States goods. 
That is no empty threat. The reaction 
that has been caused in Canada proves 
this. The basis of trade is the exchange of 


commodities, No country can expect to 
sell its products in foreign markets while 
Shutting foreign products out of its own 
market. The United States Senate seems 
to have the contrary idea. If it carries 


the threatened all-round boost into effect, 
the republic may find itself in a position of 
e neither 


commercial isolation that will

Much goes 
into the making of a formal occasion, 
Ceremonies arise to give dignity to 
state functions, to the convenng of 
Parlament, and no less to the gayer, 
festive side of society in and at its 
best, It is less the occasion than the 
quality of the formal that interests 
the psychologist, Stateliness and a 
formal manner mark a quality of 
character as well as of occasion, It 
centers about the self-estimate of one’s 
station, yet leans heavily on society 
recognition. Formality attaches to 
office, and the official reflects the de- 
ference to an institution, with its place 
ln the social order, 

There is something elevating and 
impressive in ormal ceremonial, 
yet only 60 far as those participating 
react psychologically to the spirit and 
meaning of the occasion, But when 
sincere and authentic, formally sets 
the stage for choice human values, 
The wealth of nations has been pour- 
ed into great celebrations, whether 
held in a cathedral}, a hall of pariia- 
ment, a diplomatic court, a forum, an 
international conclave.

An over-emphasis on 
form lowers the value of content; fo. - 
mality may be a disguise and a bar- 
rier as well ag a symbol.

Preliminary arrangements for a 
meeting with Hon, Robert Forke, Fed- 


eral minister of immigration, and W
